of

whole­ 
some articles of merchandise. Notwith­ 
standing the fact that the population of 
the state is steadily increasing, thenum 
ber of criminals confined in cor peniten­ 
tiary is s'trdily cecK tsirg.

ed falling cfTin the number of prisoners 
confined, 
l i e dockets of cur courts are 
no longer burdened with long lists of 
criminal cases.

B russels, Jan. 17.—The following let­ 
ter w ritten by Henry M. Stanley has been 
received in this city: 
“ B om a o f B o n a lv a , M u r e t ia , Aug. IT. 
—To Sheik Hamed-Ben-Mahomed: From 
his good friend, Henry M. Stanley. 
Many 
salaams to you. 
I hope that you are in as 
good health as I am, and that you have re 
mained in good health since I left the 
Conge. 
I have much to say to you, hut 
hope I shall see you face to face before 
many days. 
I reached here this morning 
with 130 Banawana, three soldiers, and 
sixty-six natives belonging to Emin Pasha. 
It is now seventy-two days since I left 
Emin Pasha on the Nyanza. 
I only lost 
three men all tho way. 
Two were drowned 
and the other decamped. 
I found the 
white men who were looking for Emin 
Pasha quite well. 
“ The other white man, Casatt, is also 
well. 
Emin Pasha has ivory in abund­ 
ance, 
thousands of cattle and sheep, and 
goats and fowls, and food of all kinds. 
I 
found him a very good and kind man. 
He 
gave all our white men and black men num­ 
bers of things. 
His liberality could not be 
excelled. 
His soldiers blessed our black 
men for their kindness in coming so far to 
show them the way. 
Many of them were 
ready to follow me out of the country, but 
I asked them to stay quite a few months

The election of Mr. Anthony Higgins 
to the United States l unate from Dela­ 
ware is a wonderful reform for that state. 
The state was one of ti e old slave? states 
and therefore was democratic. All the 
slave states are democratic unto this day- 
It is somewhat remarkable that the 
chain that bas bound the state of Dela­ 
ware 
to 
the democracy should be 
snapping asunder at this time. The 
Bayards have had a good deal to say 
about Delaware politics. They have, 
one time and another, eeryed 47 years in 
the United State? senate from that state. 
James A. Bayard began as far back as 
1804 to represent the state in the / enate. 
He served till 1813, and his brother 
Richard served from 1836 to ’45. The sen 
of the original J amus A., bearing the same 
name, aid father of Thomas I ., the pres­ 
ent secretary of State, was elected to the 
senate in 1856 and served till 1864. 
He 
was appointed in 1867 to fill a vacancy 
and served two sears. 
Thomas F ., was 
elected in 1869 and rt malted in the sen 
ate till HS5, when be was callid to the 
cabinet. 
It is rather singular that on 
tbestm e davit Tbomab’s election in 
1869, his father was likewise elected to 
the senate—the only iuitance on record 
where father and son served in the senate 
at the same time. 
The election of Mr. Higgins is a se­ 
vere rebuke to Thomas F. Bayard. His 
power is broken. 
It was supposed that 
being in the cabinet he would exert the 
old time it (l ienee of the Bayards in that 
state. 
But like Vilas aud Dickinson and 
ail other members of the cabinet he failed. 
The state kicked against the adminis­ 
tration aud kicked hard, and Delaware 
has a republican senator—the first in its 
history. 
Mr. Higgins is a fit man for the 
place. 
He is a good lawyer aud an up­ 
right man. 
He has lived in the state for 
many years, and bis devotion to repnb- 
lican principles bas never been stag­ 
gered.

Providing for the erection of guards 
at the front ana rear of railroad frogs. 
Providing for the regulation of rail­ 
road traffic. 
To appropriate $50,000 to the Wau­ 
paca Veterans Home. 
la the bouse a bill was introduced 
providing for the repeal of the law giv­ 
ing women th e right to vote at elections 
pertaining to educational matters. 
Senator H. A . Taylor introduced his 
m uch-talked of railroad bill. The bill 
is very long. 
It applies the principles 
of the inter-state oommerce law to state 
trcffic, cuts off all rebates, discrimina­ 
tions, drawbacks, eto.; abolishes the office 
of railroad commissioners and provdes for 
a commission of three who are author­ 
ized to neme rales when complaints are 
made; and when rates are unlawful or 
unequal are authorized to call upon the 
railroad companies 
to reduce them. 
In case of failure on the part of the com­ 
panies to comply, the commissioners can 
apply to the courts for relief. The bill 
abolishes the issuance of passes except 
to railway employes. 
The eommission- 
ers are to be paid $3,000 per annum and 
are to be appointed for a term of siz 
years by the governor BDd confirmed by 
the senate. 
Only two men of one po­ 
litical party oan be appointed.

Tho justice admitted, how­ 
ever, that there was some force in Mr. 
O’Brien’s arguments regarding the con 
tinned circulation of the Times’ pamphlets, 
and said that he believed no disrespect was 
intended toward the court, 
Therefore, he 
would not punish Mr. O’Brien.

Salt and Tin P la te In th e S e n a te —H ouse

W ashington, Jan. 17.—The Senate re 1 
jected Mr. V est's am endm ent to the tariff 
bill to m ake salt free, by the usual p arty 
vote. 
A long debate theft took place on 
the tin-plate question. 
Mr. Allison said 
th at the committee had decided to allow 
the present rate of duty on tin plate to 
stand until Jan. I, 1890, and th a t would 
allow tim e for the establishm ent of suffi­ 
cient plants in the country to produce ail 
the tin plate required. 
Mr. Vest declared th a t there was not a 
single pound of it m anufactured in the 
United States and th a t there was no in­ 
stance in the tariff legislation or the coun­ 
try where a duty was imposed for the 
purpose of creating an industry which did 
uot exist. 
Mr. A ldrich adm itted th a t there was not 
a pound of tin plate m anufactured in the 
United States a t present, but said th a t tho 
fact was owing solely to tho inadequacy of 
tho duty. He held th a t was as much w ithin 
tho scope of a protective system to create 
now industries as to m aintain the existing 
ones. 
The successful establishm ent of the 
tin plato industry in tho U nited States 
m eant the annual prodnotion of 300,609 
tons of tin plate and the profitable em ploy­ 
m ent of a t least seventy thousand people. 
There was further discussion of the sub­ 
ject, but no vote was reached, and after an 
agreem ent th a t from Friday till Tuesday 
next the daily hour of m eeting should bo 
l l o’clock tho Senate adjourned.

Substitutes for Tea. 
The dangerous adulterations of teas in 
China and in this country’ have induced 
much experim ent in search of a substitute 
for tho tea leaf from some of our native 
leaves. 
Each of the following is said to 
possess the m erit of being cheaper and more 
healthy than common tea, wnile the aj • 
pearance is nearly tho same: 
The yourg 
leaves of tho pear plant, or the younn 
leaves and flowers of the straw berry, cr 
tho first leaves of tho cu rran t bush, or the 
herd spring grass (anthoxanthum odora- 
tum), or the leaves of speedwell, wild ger­ 
m ander, syringia or mock orange, purple 
spiked willow herb, sweet brier, cherry 
tree, sole, etc. 
The above should be dried 
on tin in the shade, and afterw ards rounced 
up w ith a little calcined m agnesia to im ­ 
p art a bloom. 
Black cu rran t leaves simi­ 
larly treated m ake a good tea.

It has been tried in 
Detroit with a saving of about l l per cent 
of tho cost of 
coal-burning 
furnaces. 
Methods for burning it seem to bo defect­ 
ive, however, and so far no adequate test 
has been made. 
Prof. 
Chandler Roberts, the English 
chemist, has been analyzing the smoke 
cloud which perpetually hangs over Lon­ 
don. 
He estimates that it contains al>out 
fifty tons of solid carbon in gaseous combin­ 
ation. 
The expense of this waste of coal is 
figured at $13,CMK),OOO annually. 
William Perkins, of Owensborough, Ky., 
is blind and ingenious. 
The result of his 
affliction and his genius is a w riting m a­ 
chine for the blind, which the boy has just 
perfected. 
It is said that a San Francisco 
firm has 'paid him $5,000 for the right to 
m anufacture and sell the machine in the 
United States. 
The Mechanical Artisan says: 
“ W hen­ 
ever an architect or plumber suspects the 
presence of lead in drinking w ater he should 
advise the use of a filter of phosphate of 
lime, which will remove the lead as an in­ 
soluble phosphate. A filter of animal char­ 
coal is also good, as it contains a large 
proportion of calcium phosphate.” 
A Cincinnati establishment each year 
boats out 21,000 gold dollars into gold 
leaf, and as each dollar can be made into a 
sheet th at will carpet two rooms sixteen 
and one-half feet square, some idea may be 
formed of its tenuity. 
It requires 1,400 
thicknesses of gold leaf to equal a sheet of 
thin paper, and 280,000 to form an inch. 
Large cylinders of window-glass are now 
cut by encircling the cylinder with a fine 
wire, which is heated to redness by electri­ 
city. 
A drop of w ater is then allowed to 
fall on the hot glass, when a perfectly clean 
cut is obtained. 
The old method was to 
draw out a fibre of white-hot semi-molten 
glass from the furnace by means of tongs 
and to wrap it round the cylinder. 
Tho new explosive now being m anufac­ 
tured in Germany is called secunte. 
It is 
desertic! as a granulated powder of a 
light yellow color, with an odor resembling 
that of bitter almonds. It is quickly manu­ 
factured, does not deteriorate, and costs 
al>out the same as dynamite, and is of 
nearly equal explosive power. 
It cannot 
he fired by friction, blow, or jar, only 
strong fulminating caps producing the ex­ 
plosion.

An electric railroad is to be built from 
Inver, N. H., to Berwick, Me.

A new dynamo with a capacity to run 
eight incandescent lights has been invented 
by a Vermont electrician.
